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Former politician family man first

Mike Dietsch loved his 
hometown of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake with a passion, and served 
his community at provincial, 
regional and municipal levels 
for more than 25 years. 

He was also a husband, 
father and grandfather, who 
valued family ahead of all else. 

He died Sunday morning at 
the St. Catharines Hospital at 
the age of 72, after an 18-year 
struggle with cancer. 

"It's been a long, tough bat¬ 
tle,” said his son Matt. 

"At least his pain has ended. 
We're hanging in," he said of the 

"We're lucky to have the close 
family we do, with lots of love." 

Mike and his wife Gail were 
married 52 years—he died on 
their anniversary. He was trying 
to hang on for Matt's wedding 
coming up next week, said the 
family, but they encouraged 
him to let go. 

Monday, as they grieved, the 
family also recalled memories 
of many happy times together 
and laughed at some of the 
experiences they shared. 
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As regional councillor, Dietsch retired from politics to devote time to family

While he was very well- 
known in this small commu¬ 
nity, there was surprise that 
he was first diagnosed with 
cancer when he was lord 
mayor of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

“He was a very private 
person. He didn’t talk about 
his illness—he didn’t want 
people to feel sorry for him,” 
said his daughter Pat 
TebbutL 

Son Mike agreed. 

“In the last little while I 
took him to several doctors’ 


appointments, and there 
wasn’t a single time when we 
didn’t run into people he 
knew. When someone asked 
him how he was doing, he’d 
turn it around and ask them 
how they were doing.” 

When he knew he was ill, 
his strong work ethic made 
him decide not to run again 
for a third term as mayor in 
1997 —he knew he wouldn't 
have the energy to give 
“150%," said TebbutL 

"He wanted to slow down, 
but he wasn’t ready to retire,” 
added Gail. 

He ran for regional council

instead, thinking it would 
mean a lighter work load, but 
then, once elected, was 
encouraged to run for region¬ 
al chair by supporters who 
didn't know he was sick. 

He agreed, said his daugh¬ 
ter Linda, because he didn’t 
want to let them down. 

But he lost to regional 
councillor Debbie 

Zimmerman, and when his 
term came to an end, it was 
time for him to retire from 
politics for good and focus on 
his family, especially his 
grandchildren, who now 
number 17, aged three to 24. 

"He loved being a grandfa¬ 
ther—that's an understate¬ 
ment,” said TebbutL 

Although he was a strong 
person, he also had a soft, 
sensitive side, said Gail, that 
not many people saw. He 
often struggled when he had 
to make a decision about a 
contentious issue (and there 
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few of them, she 
joked). “I always knew when 
it was bothering him. But he 
wouldn’t have been as good 
at what he did if he didn’t 
have a sensitive side. That’s 
where his passion came 

Although it was some¬ 
times hard to see their father 
criticized as a politician, there 
were many, many more good 
things said about him, and 
they always knew how well- 
respected he was, his kids 
said. 

Paul, the youngest of six, 
worked at a Queen SL grocery 
store after high school. “I was 
always amazed at the num¬ 
ber of people who would 
come in and tell me how 
much they appreciated what 
he was doing for the town, 
what a great job he was doing. 
I grew up knowing he was 
respected in the community.” 

Right up until about a year 
ago, his father was 
still getting calls 
from people 
encouraging him 


Mike. 

He would often 
try to mend fences, 
whether within the 
family or in poli¬ 
tics, and one of his 
favourite places for 
doing that was the 
golf course. 

He loved to golf 
with his sons, and 
would use the 
opportunity to 
have meaningful 
conversations with 
them, working out 


what he wanted to say ahead 
of time, says Gail. 

The same was true in poli¬ 
tics—he felt he could go out 
on the golf course and say 
what he wanted to say. 

"He was always the one to 
extend the olive branch," said 
Mike. “He never wanted to 
end things on a sour note, 
whether it was his family— 
his siblings—his kids, or in 
politics.” 

He was always a hard 
worker, said Gail, beginning 
in his youth, when he left high 
school early to help support 
his parents, although he did 
later finish school, she 

And once married with his 
own growing family, he would 
often hold down two jobs— 
he was primarily an automo¬ 
tive worker—in addition to 
running a small family farm, 
so Gail could stay home with 
the kids. 

“We never had a lot, but 
we never did without,” said 
TebbutL 

“I'm sure our parents did 
without to make sure we 
didn’t." 

The family all agreed, Gail 
included, that they never felt 
short-changed because of the 
time he devoted to politics. 

“I felt we were doing it 
together, as a team,” said Gail. 
"We supported each other. 
And he spent quality time 
with the kids, if not quantity.” 

“I don't remember Dad 
missing anything important," 
said Tebbutt, “certainly noth¬ 
ing that mattered.” 

Their camping trips, hock¬ 
ey games and other sports, 


and the many times they 
spent together as a family 
leave them with great memo¬ 
ries, they said. 

Whatever he did with 
them, he made it fun—there 
was always lots of laughter, 
said TebbutL 

“And when I was out with 
him, I remember walking 
proud, because he was my 
dad.” 

A park on Garrison Village 
Dr. in the Village subdivision 
is named after Dietsch, who 
served as lord mayor during 
the time when the concept 
for the unique community 
was introduced. 

Dietsch began his political 
career in 1974, as an aider- 
man for NOTL, serving until 
1982, when he became a 
regional councillor—for the 
first time. 

In 1985, he ran for lord 
mayor, and served until 1987, 
when he was elected to serve 
the riding of St. Catharines 
Brock as a Liberal MPP, in the 
David Peterson govemmenL 
He lost his seat to NDP 
Christel Haeckin 1990, when 
the NDP formed the provin¬ 
cial government under Bob 

Dietsch returned to 
municipal politics in 1991 
when he was again elected 
lord mayor of NOTL. He was 
re-elected in 1994. In 1997, he 
was elected regional council¬ 
lor. He did not seek re-elec¬ 
tion in 2000. 

His funeral is being held at 
SL Vincent de Paul Church at 
11 a.m. Thursday, with a 
reception to follow at the 
community centre. 
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Heritage tax rebate to get full public discussion leading to election

Gary Zalepa is hoping a 
public discussion on a heri¬ 
tage tax rebate for designated 
buildings will help residents 
understand the controversial 
issue better. 

And if they understand 
how the rebate works, they 
may be more receptive to it, 
says the NOTL town council¬ 
lor. 

After a heated discussion 
at last week’s council meet¬ 
ing, council voted to ask resi¬ 
dents of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake to weigh in on whether 
owners of heritage proper¬ 
ties should get a tax break. 

It was an issue that was 
raised during the last munic¬ 
ipal election campaign, said 
Zalepa, and early in this 
term, he asked town staff to 
prepare a report on the 

It has taken more than 
two years for the report to be 
presented, and given the 
timing, the rebate may again 
be an election issue, hope¬ 


fully with a better under¬ 
standing of it, says Zalepa. 

The Chamber of 
Commerce has been lobby¬ 
ing the Town to participate in 
the provincial heritage prop¬ 
erty tax relief program for the 
past 11 years, but the quest 
for tax relief began in 1996, 
with market value assess¬ 
ment, said chamber execu¬ 
tive director Janice 
Thomson. 

At that time, some heri¬ 
tage property taxes tripled, 
and when she went to coun¬ 
cil to ask for some relief, she 
was told it was a provincial 
matter. The Town then wrote 
to the province about a heri¬ 
tage rebate, and this is the 
program the province came 
back with, available across 
Ontario but tailor-made for 
NOTL. 

She appealed to council¬ 
lors again Monday to provide 
a tax rebate of up to 40 per 
cent for eligible property 
owners, the maximum the 
provincial program allows. 

“We often hear that 
Niagara-on-the-Lake pays 
too large a share of regional 


and provincial tax,” said 
Thomson. “This is your 
opportunity to show leader¬ 
ship and see a benefit for our 
taxpayers.” 

Staff requested feedback 
from council on the possibil¬ 
ity of implementing the pro¬ 
gram in 2015, with a sugges¬ 
tion of a 10% rebate, up to 
$1,000 a year. 

There are currently 140 
properties with a heritage 
designation in the town and 
another 150 that would have 
to be designated to qualify 
for the program. 

It doesn’t make sense, 
said Thomson, to not take 
full advantage of a program 
that could access $1.8 mil¬ 
lion per year, $313,238 from 
the Town, $671,000 from the 
Province and $824,000 from 
the Region, to preserve the 
town’s heritage buildings. 

Although file Town has so 
far refusefi to buy into the 
provincial program, since 
2005, it has offered a joint 
program with the Region 
that provides grants for own¬ 
ers of heritage properties for 
maintenance and repairs. 


The $70,000 annual program 
is funded equally by the two 
levels of government with 
the Town’s share coming 
from parking revenues. 

Thomson suggests the 
Town’s portion of the provin¬ 
cial program, which is easier 
to administer since it is not 
tied to property improve¬ 
ments but to an easement 
attached to the property, 
could also be funded from 
parking revenue. 

After heated debate on 


voted 5-4 to receive the staff 
report with a request for a 
public meeting on the issue. 

“This is going to be divi¬ 
sive," said Coun. Dennis 
Dick. “I have a sneaking sus¬ 
picion that it's not going to 
be something that most of 
the community is going to 
like.” 

Coun. Maria Bau-Coote 
said a tax saving of even 
$1,000 is quite significant. 

"We choose where we live 
and the homes we live in, 
knowing the costs for 
upkeep,” she said. 

Bau-Coote praised the 


current grant program that 
assists owners of heritage 
homes. She agreed with Dick 
about the divisive nature of 
opinions on the provincial 
tax rebate program, noting 
that some councillors have 
recently received threaten¬ 
ing emails from residents 
regarding the program. 

Following the meeting, 
Zalepa told the Advance he 
thinks it’s important for the 
public to fully understand 
how the program works and 
how it would affect other 
property owners. 

While it is funded by pub¬ 
lic money, it’s not coming 
directly from the wallets of 
NOTL taxpayers—he’d like 
to see whether the gas tax 
could pay the local portion. 

Other communities across 
the province are benefiting 
from the rebate, he says 

“I'd like to see an intelli¬ 
gent conversation on the 
issue, to make sure when we 
make a decision it's based on 
true facts and not on emo¬ 
tions or statements that are 

Zalepa doesn’t own a 


heritage home, but he 
believes he, as well as every 
taxpayer in NOTL, benefits 
from the heritage properties 
throughout NOTL, not just 
the Old Town. 

Heritage, like culture, is 
important to the fabric of 
society, in that it tells the 
story of our past, he says. 

"These historic properties 
that are still around will tell 
these stories to our children 
and their children.” 

People understand why 
it’s important to preserve 
properties such as the 
McFarland House and the 
museum, butheritage homes 
“are probably even more 
important, because their 
story is so much more closely 
connected to our residents.” 

And without heritage and 
other factors that make 
NOTL a desirable place to 
live, “all of our homes would 
be worth less," he said. 

Staff will develop a pro¬ 
cess and timelines for the 
community consultation and 
report back to council.

Trying to get people 
to understand the 
importance of an 
Official Plan can be dif¬ 
ficult. 

“It’s pretty dry stuff,” 
says Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke. 

Getting people inter¬ 
ested and involved is a 
challenge, but public 
input is important, says 
Eke. 

The Official Plan is 
the document which 
lays out what the town 
will look like 20 years 
from now. 

And it should reflect 
the vision of a majority 
of residents, says Eke, 
not just what politicians 
and planning staff 
think. 

Robin Ridesic of 
CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and 
Responsible Education) 
understands the impor¬ 
tance of looking to the 
future—that’s one of the 
reasons she's fighting to 
keep Parliament Oak 
open, and one aspect of 
what can be included in 
an Official Plan. 

The school is consid¬ 
ered a vital part of the 
Old Town community, 
it’s doing a great job of 


educating its students 
as evidenced by provin¬ 
cial scoring that puts it 
in the top five in the 
DSBN, and has fostered 
great community part¬ 
nerships, say Ridisec. 

"We want the com¬ 
munity to know how 
great the school is and 
that’s one of the reasons 
we should fight for it,” 
as CARE members plan 
to make their point 
known at the upcoming 
public meetings, today 
and next week. 

The Official Plan also 
takes into consideration 
social, economic and 
environmental goals, 
and will affect planning 
and approval of roads 
and parks, zoning 
bylaws, community 
design plans and devel¬ 
opment applications. 

It has to meet pro¬ 
vincial legislation, says 
Eke, but can still be 
guided locally. 

As an example, he 
says, a new residential 
development on Anne 
St. must take into 
account provincial 
guidelines that call for a 
certain amount of low 
and medium density 
housing, but at the same 
time can be expected to 
reflect the town’s vision 
as outlined in the 
Official Plan. 


The plan can also 
include employment 
policies, allow value- 
added businesses in the 
agricultural industry, 
control special events. 
It will look at heritage, 
culture and art, estate 
lots, public transporta¬ 
tion, roads, trails and 
bicycle routes, and 
environmental steward- 

It’s a blueprint for 
the whole town, all five 
hamlets—not just the 
Old Town, Eke says, so 
it’s important to hear 
from all five corners 
and from as many peo¬ 
ple as possible. 

The Town has orga¬ 
nized two initial open 
houses to discuss a 
background report that 
has been recently 
released—it's available 
on the town website. 

There have also been 
discussions about try¬ 
ing to involve young 
people in the planning 
process, possibly 
through social media, 
said Eke. 

The open houses are 
Thursday, March 13, 
2014, from 7 to 9 p.m. in 
the Mori Room at the 
community centre, and 
Thursday, March 20, 
from 7 to 9 p.m. at the 
Glendale Fire Hall on 
350 Townline Road.

Queenston bridge to receive facelift

The little bridge in Queenston is get¬ 
ting a new look—one that most residents 
feel suits the historic village. 

The Queenston St. bridge will receive 
a $750,000 facelift, with work beginning 
March 25. Queenston St. will be closed 
from the Niagara Parkway to Walnut St 
for about three months, but when the 
work is finished, vehicle weight restric¬ 
tions will be lifted. 

Jim Armstrong of the Queenston 
Residents Association says villagers 
were invited to have a look at the design 
during the planning stages and to make 
suggestions. Some of the design ele¬ 
ments were changed to meet their 
requests, he said. 

The 83-year-old bridge will likely get 
another 20 years of extended life from 
the work, says Lord Mayor Dave Eke, 
who, with MP Rob Nicholson, was in 
Queenston for the announcement of 
$447,400 federal funding Friday morn¬ 
ing. The Town will pay the remaining 
$302,000. 

The federal portion of the project will 
come from the gas tax fund,, which 
helps municipalities pay for expensive 
infrastructure projects, said Nicholson. 

The Niagara Falls MP congratulated 
the Town for the work it has done toward 
accessing federal funding. 

“In our area, the municipalities have 
done a good job of putting these appli¬ 
cations together and this is why we have 
done so well on them,” said Nicholson. 

Lord Mayor David Eke spoke of the 
history of the bridge, built in 1931. 

“I often wondered when I came 
through Queenston what the bridge was 
for, to be quite honest with you,” he 

But he learned from Nicholson that 
the bridge had been built to go over the 
railroad tracks and down to the docks in 
Queenston.

When the work is finished, he said, 
“residents and visitors to this historic 
community will once again have a safe 
and reliable crossing in the village of 
Queenston." 

It’s the parapets that were the subject 
of some discussion among residents, 
says Armstrong. 

Thefirstdesign they were shown had 
coloured concrete walls stamped to look 
like bricks. But some residents found 
that look too modem, he said. 

They asked about having limestone 
walls, given the history of limestone in 
the village, said Armstrong, but were 
told that would be far too heavy for the 
bridge to support. A compromise was 
reached, with the colour being omitted, 
the concrete remaining a limestone 
grey. The parapets will be topped with a 
wrought-iron railing. 

The design, said Armstrong, is the 
same as the Niagara Parks Commission 
is using for some of its bridges along the 
Niagara River Parkway, and so will add 
some consistency. 

“It’s going to be a nice-looking bridge. 
It could have been flat cement with 
tubular railings, so we’re fortunate the 
town responded to residents' input” 
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our editorial 

Is heritage tax rebate misunderstood? 


Often those who are in disagreement 
over an issue believe there must be some 
misunderstanding—that if others only 
understood, they would have to agree. 

But that may not be the case when it 
comes to the provincial heritage tax 
rebate debate, which has been going on 
for more than a decade in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

It’s an emotional issue. Those who are 
so strongly against it, who see it as a great 
divide in town, seem to believe the tax 
collector will be reaching deep into their 
very own pockets and pulling out cash 
that they will then hand over to the 
wealthy home owners who choose to buy 
very expensive heritage properties. 

But that’s emotion, not fact. 

The supporters—even those who 
don’t live in heritage homes—who see it 
as a positive program that could benefit 
the Town financially aren't worried about 
money coming out of their pockets. They 
see instead a provincial tax class for 
homes that have easements attached that 
guarantee preservation in a fashion that 
is true to its period. 


They see taxpayers across the region 
and across the province, all reaching into 
their pockets to pay their share of provin¬ 
cial and regional taxes. Some of those 
dollars, including some from NOTL pock¬ 
ets, are being spent to protect other heri¬ 
tage homes in other areas of the province 
and other municipalities of Niagara. But 
none of those dollars are supporting 
NOTL heritage, seemingly because those 
who don’t own heritage homes don’t 
want it spent in NOTL, even though those 
very valuable heritage homes help drive 
up the value of every other home in 

To some, preserving heritage seems 
like the right thing to do, and a small 
price to pay to do it. Others just see it as a 
tax grab for those who don’t need it, 
without seeing any benefit to them- 

A full discussion may help both sides 
understand each other, and will hope¬ 
fully provide some direction for council 
moving forward. Because it’s an issue 
that is not going away in this town. 

Let the debate begin.

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Oversight legislation for school boards too late for Parliament Oak

Proposed legislation 
that expands the powers 
of the provincial ombuds¬ 
man to include oversight 
of school boards could 
protect schools such as 
Parliament Oak in the 
future, but will likely be 
too late to benefit the Old 
Town community fight¬ 
ing to save the facility. 

Josh Wiwcharyk, a 
fourth-generation 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
native, is a Parliament 
Oak parent and member 
of CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and 
Responsible Education). 

The legislation, he 
says, is long overdue. 

“It's unreal you could 
have an ombudsman and 
not have it extend to 
MUSH) municipalities, 
universities, school 
boards and hospitals), 
four of the biggest fund¬ 
ing sectors.” 

The proposed provin¬ 
cial legislation provides 
for another ombudsman 
to handle complaints 
about hospitals and long¬ 
term care residences. 

The other three sectors 
receive more than $30 
billion a year in provin¬ 
cial funding, with little or 
no oversight on how that 


money is spent and no 
avenue for people with 
complaints to appeal. 

In the case of the local 
school board and any 
decisions regarding 
school closures, the only 
current option is to 
appeal to the province to 
review whether the board 
followed its accommoda¬ 
tion review process, says 
Wiwcharyk. 

“We can only appeal 
the process, a process 
that is set out by the 
board under ministry 
guidelines. The review 
looks at whether proce¬ 
dure was followed, not 
whether the result was a 
good or right decision, 
but whether the school 
board followed its own 
guidelines. It’s like put¬ 
ting the fox in the hen¬ 
house. 'Did I follow the 
rules I made up? I make 
the rules and I’m the 
judge and jury that deter¬ 
mines if I followed the 
rules,”’ explains 

Wiwcharyk. 

Any questioning of 
school board decisions to 
the Ministry of Education 
results in “the minister 
throwing up her hands 
and saying 'this is a board 
level decision! and the 
school board says its 
hands are tied by the 
ministry. I wouldn’t go so 
far as to say it’s purposely 
designed that way, but 
you have to wonder.” 

The proposed legisla¬ 
tion seems to be a step 
toward transparency and 
accountability, he says, 
but will come too late to 
help Parliament Oak. 

“It’s good legislation, 
it makes sense that with 
more oversight, with the 
ombudsman looking over 
your shoulder you can

only arrive at better deci¬ 
sions, but it doesn’t help 

CARE members are

After overseeing several 
major projects during 29 
years of serving the residents 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake, the 
parks and recreation director 
is retiring. 

At 62, with a 40-year career 
behind him that began in 
Toronto and included a six- 
year stint in Seaforth and then 
another six years in Fergus, 
both small Ontario commu¬ 
nities, Clive Buist says it’s time 
for him to step down. 

When he came to NOTL to 
take the job he is now leaving, 
he didn’t expect it would be 
his last move.

It wasn’t just a job for 
Bulst—he has led an active 
life, practising what he 
preached, playing several 
sports, including golf, hock¬ 
ey and slo-pitch. A hip 
replacement a few years 
ago has slowed him down a 
bit, but he still plays pick¬ 
up hockey over his lunch 
hour and golfs when he has 
the chance. 

During his tenure, Buist 
has overseen a number of 
significant projects which 
have helped to make this 
Town the envy of many 

“When people go else¬ 
where, and visit facilities in 
other communities, that’s 
when we hear how appre¬ 
ciative they are of what we 
have here in town,” says 
Buist. 

“This is an amazing 
community. Certainly for 
its size we are tremendous¬ 
ly fortunate to have the 
facilities we have. We’ve 
come a long way, with so 
many enhancements that 
have worked out so well." 

His first day on the job 
included a meeting about 
restoring the pumphouse, a 
town-owned facility, and it 
would take a few years to 
complete the project, but it 
has become a great asset as 
an art centre to the com¬ 
munity.

addition to the Virgil Sports 
Park. 

"Thanks to the unbeliev¬ 
able generosity of the com¬ 
munity and some fantastic 
fundraising campaigns, 
we’ve had phenomenal 
support that has made a 
huge difference in the 
enhancements of our facili¬ 
ties,” he said.

Necklace isn’t all victim lost

Barb Rondeau has had a rough ride 
in recent months, and is ready for 
some good news. 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake woman 
is battling lupus, a painful disease 
which causes inflammation and swell¬ 
ing to joints and organs. On the advice 
of her doctor, she has been taking an 
aqua fit class at the new Kiwanis 
Aquatics Centre in St. Catharines, 
hoping the low-impact exercise would 
help. 

Wednesday, she returned to her 
locker at the pool after class to find 
her lock had been cut and her purse 
stolen. She not only lost her wallet 
and credit cards, but several expen¬ 
sive pieces of irreplaceable jewelry, 
one that has special meaning for her. 

In memory of her mother, who 
died last June, Rondeau and her sis¬ 
ters each had a necklace made, with 
their mother’s fingerprint taken from 
a mold at the ftineral home and 
pressed onto a heart-shaped charm. 

She just received the sterling silver 
necklace and charm, made by a U.S. 
company that specializes in memory 
keepsakes, a week ago. 

She and her sisters planned to wear 
their necklaces this Sunday, on then- 
mother’s birthday. 

On the back of the charms, they 
had the words ‘love you more’ 
engraved, words her mother said 
often, said Rondeau. 

“It makes me sick thinking some¬ 
body else has it now.” 

She would love to have it back, and 
hopes someone will see it and report 
it to the police. 

But the necklace isn't all she lost. 

Rondeau was wearing some expen¬ 
sive designer jewelry when she arrived 
at the pool—she was dressed up for 
another appointment, she said. 

As the former chair of the NOTL 
Community Policing Committee- 
now called the Safety Committee- 
Rondeau says she is always conscious 
of her surroundings and how to best 
protect herself. 

The day her purse was stolen, she 
says, she debated with herself how to 
safeguard her jewelry while she was in 
the water, and decided it would be 
best to leave it in her locker, for which 
she had a strong lock. 

But when she returned to the wom¬ 
en’s changeroom after class, her Louis 
Vuitton purse, a gift from her hus¬ 
band, was gone, and with it her jew- 

When she contacted pool staff, 
they looked around the building with 
her, and found some of the items that 
had been in her purse in a garbage 
pail. 

But still missing were her wedding 
rings, designed by her daughter, a 
one-of-a-kind rose-gold and diamond 
watch, and a Swarovski bracelet with

diamonds. 

She says the police have told her 
she may have been watched when she 
arrived at the pool, and possibly had 
been seen there on other occasions, 
so her routine was known. 

The stress this has caused her is 
affecting her health, she says. 

“I don’t feel comfortable knowing 
somebody was watching me. I don’t 
know what else they might know 
about me—all my identification was 
in my purse. It’s making everyone in 
the family nervous.” 

Rondeau says she is afraid to be 
alone, because she’s feels like she's 
been targeted. And she won’t be going 
back to the pool. 

“I’m never going out at night alone 
again,” she says. 

"It’s not just about losing the per¬ 
sonal items. It feels like a total inva¬ 
sion. I’ve lost my privacy and my 
peace of mind.” 

Const. Derek Watson of the Niagara 
Regional Police says there were other 
thefts reported from the pool last fall. 
In some cases, locks had been cut in 
the change rooms, and car keys taken 
and used to take valuables from cars 
in the parking lot. 

“This isn’t uncommon in facilities 
such as this,” he said. 

"That’s why it’s best to leave valu¬ 
ables at home.” 

If anyone has information about 
the robbery or Rondeau’s missing 
jewelry, they can call the Niagara 
Regional Police or Niagara Crime 
Stoppers. Information on crimes can 
be submitted anonymously using 
Crime Stoppers of Niagara. To leave 
an anonymous tip, call 1-800-222- 
8477 (TIPS), online at www.niagara- 
tips.com, or text 274637 (CRIMES), 
keyword Niagara, then your tip.

The ministers of four 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
churches are collaborat¬ 
ing to provide the first 
Good Friday Walk with 
the Cross in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake.

"We had a lot of laughs, 
talked a lithe bit about this 
and that, and the women 
were all happy with the 
results,” says Byl. 

The Virgil group was 
established in 1916, and now 
has about 15 members. 

It's a different era from the 
early days, but when the 
women meet the third 
Tuesday of each month, in 
each other's homes, they try 
to F ulfill some of the original 
goals of the organization. 

The organization was 
established after a little boy 
in Ontario died from drink¬ 
ing contaminated milk, and 
his mother became deter¬ 
mined to have domestic sci¬ 
ence, as it was then called, 
taught in public schools, 
especially rural ones, to pre¬ 
vent another such needless 
tragedy. 

Her efforts led to the for¬ 
mation meeting of the 
Women’s Institute in Stoney 
Creek in 1897, with 101 
women in attendance. 

It became a national 
organization in 1919. Now 
there are Women’s Institutes 
in more than 100 countries 
world-wide. 

Over the years, the orga¬ 
nization has successfully
